NAACP pushes 
for ‘Wexley,’ 
cites concern 
for J. Hammond

The Columbus branch of the 
NAACP entered the tug of war 
over 4000 acres of land called 
“Wexley” recently, coming out 
with a statement urging the total 
annexation of the property to the 
Columbus Public Schools and 
questioning Columbus City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond’s leadership on the issue. 

The statement, which was 
endorsed unanimously by the 
NAACP’s executive committee, 
said that “a substantial niimiber of 
Blacks and. economically. Mitad- 
vantaged students are enrolled in 
the Columbus public schools,” 
and the failure to annex the tax- 
rich site would be tantamountioa 
surrender of the rights of those 
children. 

“Our children’s future, and the 
opportunity for a quality educa- 
tion, should not be negotiated 
away for private interests,” the 
statement, said. “Our school sys- 
tem must be well financed.” 

The 4000 acre site is current in 
Jefferson and Plain townships, 
and the New Albany school dis- 
trict, The developers, which 
include Leslie Wexner, owner of 
The Limited, and John Kessler, 
are planning a creation of a major 
housing community. The devel- 
opers are wishing to tie into the 
Columbus water and sewer lines, 
However, Columbus has histori- 
cally refused to permit water and 
sewer tie-ins without annexation. 
And, under such annexation, in 
accordance with a 1986 agreement 
reached between the Columbus 
public schools and the other area 
school systems, any new land 
annexed into the City of Colum- 
bus would become a part of the 
Columbus public school system. 
The developers have countered by 
offering to annex 1000 acred'of the 
site into the city of Columbus, 

The NAACP said it “is growing 
increasingly concerned by the 
actions of Council President Jerry 
Hammond,” who has been lead- 
ing efforts to gain a resolution to 
the dispute, according to the 
group’s resolution. “If in fact he 
pursued support of social service 
Programs and supported our 
schools with the same vigor that 
he pursues and supports economic 
development and capital 
improvement projects he would 
more closely represent the views 
and concerns of the general 
public.” 

Melanie Mitchell, president 
the NAACP, said che tid 
attacked Hammond “because of 
the position that he took. He's the

. A hearing on Senate Bill 36, the 


controversial drug abuse legisla- 
tion, was held Nov. 18. The Bill, 


sponsored by Senator Michael R. 
White (D-21), Clevelarid), is con- 
sidered one of the most compre- 
hensive drug bills to be introduced 
in the Ohio legislature. 

Major provisions of the Bill 
include, creating criminal offense 
of “causing the death of another 
by illegal drugs,” punishable by 
life imprisonment; mandatory 
drug screening for paroled drug 
offenders, with reincarceration 
for any new drug usage; super- 
bulk penalties for major drug 
dealers, and increasing penalties 
for trafficking of drugs to include 
“mandatory minimum terms of 
ten years actual incarceration for 
first offenders; making drug abuse 
a felony offense, and requiring 
repeat juvenile offenders to be 
tried in adult criminal court. 

The Senate Bill appropriates 
$20 million for drug abuse aware- 
ness and drug information reward 
programs.

Let’s annex Wexley 


Developers John Kessler and Leslie Wexner are pushing for the devel- 
opment of a 4000 acre site near New Albany dubbed “Wexley,” which will 
need the sewer and water services of the city of Columbus. It seems they do 
not mind that, but there is one problem: the developers don't want those city 
schools. We urge the city of Columbus to annex the entire site, rather than 
play games and allow its 30-year policy of annexation to be violated. 

Already, because of previous violations of that policy, almost 40 percent 
of the city’s acreage is in other school districts. This has hindered the growth 
of the city’s schools, and has helped to put a financial squeeze on the 
schools’ resources. It was not wise when this was done in the past, and it will 
not be wise if it is done in the future. 

In addition, the failure to agree to the annexation of the entire project 
would send the wrong signal to both the other school districts in the area 
and the city’s own citizens. 

Jack Kessler and Leslie Wexner, owner of The Limited stores, are power- 
ful developers who have contributed mightily to the city council coffers. 

A capitulation by the city council on this issue would make it appear that 
they have successfully bought the council's support on this issue. We say, 
“council” because Mayor Rineliart, wisely, has already announced his 
support for annexation under the current policy, which requires that all 
lands to which the city extends water and sewer services are annexed. 

This policy has helped maintain Columbus as a growing, thriving city. In 
part, because of this policy, the city has seen population growth of almost 30 
percent since the 1960, while Cleveland and Cincinnati, which were land- 
locked, have seen similar declines in the same time period. What has been so 
successful for the city, we believe, would work just as well for the schools—if 
the city council will allow it to happen. 


In addition, other area school systems would probably believe that the 


city is not really serious about its school's policy if the council captulates to 
the developers on this issue. The Plain Local School District, which cur- 
rently serves the property, is not one of the largest or wealthiest or most 
powerful suburban districts in the area. If the Columbus city council cannot 
stand up to this district in order to protect the future of the city’s children, 
will they be able to stand up to some of the more powerful districts when this 
ieee comes up again in some other corner of the county—as we are certain it 
will? 

It is important to be reminded that this is certainly about the future of the 
Columbus public scheols. In order to maintain a strong funding base, a 
diverse population, and continued community support, the schools must 
have the freedom and flexibility to grow as the city grows. Already, the 
system cannot serve all the city’s residents. If council ratifies this agreement, 
the schools will be serving an even smaller percentage of the city’s residents. 
This is a recipe for disaster in the future. And, it is one our city council 
members can avoid. . 

We do not disagree with council president Hammond that there should 
be some agreement between the schoo! districts, and that neither should be 
hurt, However, we are convinced that a little selfishness, rather than gener- 
osity, is in order. The residents of Columbus who must pay for the sewer and 
water enhancements into this new property, and the Black and White school 
children in the Columbus Public Schools, are the ones about which we are 
primarily concerned, and about which the Columbus city council should be 
concerned, 

A capitulation on this issue would reflect badly on the city council, and 
should not be carried out. We urge the city to annex the Wexley site, or to 
refuse water and sewer services if it is not annexed. : 


How much do we care? 


At this Yuletide season, we appreciate the bounty which has been given to 
us in such great measure that we can share our gifts with those we love. 

However, many in our community are not so richly blessed. Poverty, 
homelessness, and other social ills are not only rising nationally, but 
throughout our State and County. And, those numbers may even obscure 
the individual pains that so many of our citizens feel when, at a time when so 
many are celebrating the blessing of having so-much, they must suffer for 
themselves and their children the hurt of having so little. 

It is for this reason that organizations like the Charity Newsies and We 
Care have been formed. They recognize that, in the midst of abundance, so 
many have nothing, and it is a small thing for those who have been given 
much to share with those who have little. 

Businessman James Willis and CMACAO Director Curtis Brooks have 
been leading the “We Care” effort for the past several years. Already, they 
have reached 80 percent of the $10,000 goal, which will provide 2000 of the 
city’s poorest residents with holiday food baskets for Christmas. 

The Charity Newsies have been providing support for the city’s poor for 
81 years now. At a recent pep dinner and auction, however, giving was off 
almost $19,000 from the previous high level of 1986, endangering the 
Newsies’ efforts to provide 9,000 area children with sturdy winter wear. 

These are difficult times for many, but the efforts of these groups and 
individuals should be supported. We Care and the Charity Newsies have 
been providing a needed service to thousands of people in Columbus and 
Franklin County,As we come down the stretch of the Christmas season, we 
urge the Columbus community to expand their hearts—and pocketbooks-- 


to provide assistance to these organizations which are trying so hard to help | 


so many. 


‘Street cop’ relevancy 


While several key city officials have classified Tyree Broomfield’s “sug- 
gested” resignation a “personnel decision,” Black residents have placed it 
under a historical (when referring to the city’s police department) 
classification—“racism”. 

The most dominant criticism made of Broomfield by the FOP is the fact 
that he was not a “street cop”; therefore, making his credibility as a Police 
Chief “null and void” in the eyes of FOP. 

It appears the fact that Broomfield was not a “street cop” only became 
relevant when it was realized how relevant Broomfield himself had become 
in 1983. : 

His appointment to Police Chief, in a city where no Black officer had 
risen above the rank of sergeant, sent a message that FOP was not willing to 
receive.

To do so 
would, in our opinion, imply 
that these papers constitute 
a budget and that this form- 
less grouping of lists, fig- 
ures, and wishes is a coher- 
ent plan which can be 
analyzed. 

Having examined what 
we were given, some of us 
felt a prayer meeting to ask 
for divine intervention and 
guidance would be far more 
useful than a hearing. 

Here is a listing of our 
major objections. The 
Cleveland School Budget 
Coalition has labored four 
years to get the Cleveland 
Board of Education to 
commit to a budget calen- 
dar. The 1988-89 Budget 
Calendar, prepared accord- 
ing to your budget calendar 
policy, has not been fol- 
lowed, The District has been 
behind schedule since the 
fiscal year began. The Tax 
Budget was due to be 
released on November 18. 
On December 7, we received 
the official Tax Budget doc- 
ument, supporting docu- 
ments were received on 
December 10-only one week 
before the scheduled 
hearings. 

There are no individual 
school budgets in the sup- 
porting materials. However, 
the totals for the schools 
show reductions and 
increases. The basis for these 
shifts cannot be examined. 
How much of the shift is a 
result of teachers leaving 
through the buyout or other 
means? The 1987-88 budgets 
had the “old” teachers salar- 
ies. Do the figures for 1988- 
89 show personnel changes 
or are the changes elsewhere 
in the schools’ budgets? 
Without school budgets, we 
cannot assess the impact of 
personnel changes or of 
enrollment changes. 

Although it is interesting 
to see some of the plans for 
new programs, these are not

programs fit? What is the 
plan to which these requests 
are related?

trict staff tell us, at this writ- 
ing, only that the Superin- 
tendent will release tho 
information. 

As we study these new 
programs, we have to ask 
ourselves what priority they 


» have within the District and 


the departments that offered 
them. If any of these are 
adopted, where do we get 
the money for them? 

If one subtracts all the 
New and Supplemental 
Programs and the Phase I 
plan, the result represents 
about a 3% increase over the 
1987-88 budget. Given the 
revenue projections, this 
seems reasonable, Yet to 
accommodate the “wishes” 
the Tax Budget reflects local 
tax revenues that would 
require collecting the full 
44.7 millage rate on a tax, 
duplicate that would have to 
be about $1 billion more 
than last year. Collecting at 
the current effective tax rate 
would require a tax dupli- 
cate well over $1.5 billion 
more than we have now. 
There is no logic in that type 
of planning. 

A budget is the backbone 
of a plan for meeting the 
District's mission. One must 
be able to review the needs 
of the children, the-plans of 
the District to meet child- 
ren’s needs, and the priority 
each plan has in the overall 
plan. Costs must correlate 
with the priorities, goals and 
objectives. Yet there is no 
evidence that the planning 
that went into this Tax 
Budget existed within a 
coherent context of needs 
assessment, priority plan- 
ning, or goal and objective 
setting. 

We had hoped that. the 
passage of a budget calendar 
policy would mean a saner 
budget process, the first 
document we received after 
its passage leaves us dis- 
pleased beyond words.

To the uninformed, Bill always 
seemed just a bit smarter than 
anybody else. Just when you 
thought of an “original” idea, you 
discovered Bill had said it two or 
three weeks earlier. He seemed to 
always be ahead. But superior 
intellect doesn't explain his jump 
on us; he eavesdrops on “Mouse 
Karl” and “Mouse Adam,” his 
two office mice. 


\Motise Karl is always talking 
about how to improve the human 
condition by having government 
fix this or that. Right now Mouse 
Karl wants government to reduce 
the value of the dollar so foreign- 
ers will buy more U.S. goods.

They performed well through- 
out the evening as the mhice, candies, and lambs. The tumbling and 
dancing teakettle (formed by puzzle pieces) was a real kid-again. 
Although their movements and timing weren't always precise, the 
children still displayed solid ballet training and were comic relief.

CLEVELAND -- The eco- 
nomic relationship between 
Blacks and Cleveland Companies 
like Finest Foods, the May Com- 
pany, Stop N Shop, and J.C, Pen- 
neys, is about. to change. 

What began as a Monday even- 
ing brainstorming session to fight 
the proposed. C-Force Charter 
Amendment limiting the terms of 
the city council president, ended 
in the formation of a community- 
based protest movement to 
address a broad range of social, 
educational and economic con- 
cerns facing Black people. 

Over 110 persons representing 
dozens of agencies agreed to not 
only fight the C-Force initiative 
but to press for reform at Cleve- 
land State University and to 
pursue a economic agenda to 
increase the minority presence in 
Corporate Cleveland. 

Rev. Otis Moss, chairperson of 
the Coalition for a Black agenda, 
said he convened the meeting after 
School Board President Stanley 
Tolliver warned him of the conse- 
quences of the C-Foce initiative. 
“They would destroy what it took 
200 years to make,” Rev. Moss 
said. “It is not wise to change the 
charter because of hatred for one 
individual.” 

After Tolliver analyzed the 
issue for coalition members, co- 
convenor Cheryle Wills, executive 
director of Operation Alert, 
received a report from Charles

Bibb, a leader in the East Cleve- 
land Democratic Party, that 
Black election turnouts were 
between 18 and 24 percent, Wills 
reiterated Moss’ call for 
community-wide education, regis- 
tration and mobilization. 

In defining the Black Agenda, 
Moss said he had several targets 
and asked anyone with sugges- 
tions to bring them to the next 
meeting scheduled for 10:00 a.m., 
December 19, at the Antioch
